Boston — There are some in^stmentn and iodnstries in the 
world of which little is heard io Wall Street. There are fewer 
people directly interested in aotomohiles than in movinc pictures, 
bot there are columns in the npwRpnpern sorronnded by pages of 
advertibing coocernin-; Rotomobilep. Once in a while a ten-line ad 
and aometimes a paragraph concerning moving pictures may be 
faaad io the popafar press. 

It may be asserted, however, that throofcbont the world the 
moving picture business is collecting more money than antomobiles. 

There are eiibt very big ooaeeros io Borope who maoafaotore 
the moving pictnre flltno, and they supply the largest part of the 
world. The bUck. film is likely to be superseded by the two-color 
film, and that in time by the three-polor, which is now a little in 
use in Europe, bot iabei^ held back in this country outil the vo- 
cal parts can be so provided that an opera may be given, with the 
stage presented in three colors and Carasa and Melba heard in 
their famous parts with mechanical acoustics. Few people realice 
that from |260,O00 to $850,000 may be invested in making a first 
piotare film. Quo Vadis. it is said, cost 9280,000. , Then it was 
neatftiMed iato 400 copies of 4,<ttO feet eaeh aad add at 8S eentt a 
foot, or $800,000. A moving picture is good without translation 
in every language and ha^ just as good a market in South America 
and Australia as in Fraeee and Germany. 

To put the drama of Atlantis'^ into moving pictures the mak. 
era chartered a steamer Of 12,000 tons and sent it to Iceland with a 
crew aod a company of 400 to prodnee the pictare at a cost of 
1826,000. 

To pat Forbec-Rohertsoo ae Hamlet on the film cost at least 
tea times what it ever coat to stage any Banlet that was ever ^ro' 
saoted^ The n^akers thirrftof paid fT9,000 for the use of a caitla 
and ooalamed aheat4l0 people therato, making the mannifactariac 
cost $260,000, but they sold S,000,O00 feet of this film lor S6 cents a 
fOA Jtopst 9296,000 to make the ''Tiger Hnnt^'; whieh_Uke»l» 
went from the manufacterera at Si ceota a foot for ,^e film. The 
film of Oaptaio Scott in the Antarctic cost $260*000, anU Mrs. Boott 
still draws a royalty oo its prodaettfa la Aoatralia. as well aa 
North aa4 86ath A a - rl aa. Bar layidtF aalleeM4 ia aMaby ab*a 
the ori|iaal cost of the pictare. 

Aetdirs of ability aad experts eaa get the highest wages in 
these neehaaieal atafa partiu B«t oaioca are oot ia it with freak 
performers. Actors may get from 9M0 to $100 a week for their 
part in making aioving piotarea, bat the freak people get $800 ^ to 
$600 a day ; aad oae wooMa ia the world Kala abea«410,000 a week 
for risMog her life in cages with lions, tigeie aad klimdi, an^ 
she is engaged eight and ten weeks aheao. 

In kid tighta she Will permit heraelf to be batfeted aad knock 
ed around in eases of wild -aniaBala and regotded by her brotol 
playfellows as just one of themselves; but no other woman in the 
world caa fill her part. When her rehaarael takes placa she names 
every eye oataide of the oamera eye that ihatl aee her performaoee, 
for a sound or jeatore from ootsi Je might cost her /life. As she 
herself says, "Oae tooth in 0^ jugular and that'* the end aod I 
will take no more risks than necessary."
